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INTRODUCTION 


The Pre-Primer and Primer Books of this new series of English Textbooks entitled “LET'S READ 
ENGLISH” are meant as an intro 


1 duction to English language to children whose mother tongue is not 
English, and can be used with profit in the Pre-Primary classes of Schools teaching through the medium 
of English. 


The Pre-Primer aims at teaching the English alphabet, some of the important vowel sounds in 
English and a large number of the more common ‘content’ words and phrases of the English language. 
The Primer aims at drilling a carefully graded set of simple ‘structures’ using the content words taught in 
the Pre-Primer. Both books put together introduce the student to the correct usage of the English 
language by means of a series of simple and easy sentence patterns. 

The books are fully and attractively illustrated to facilitate the teaching and learning processes. 
Words, structures and extensions of structures are introduced gradually and they are often repeated. 
The purpose is to help the students in forming the all important correct language habits which constitute 
the basis of the English language. 

It is recommended that at this stage teachers emphasize the correct learning of words and structure 
rather than the extension of vocabulary. The Progress in the learning process has been purposely kept 
slow. At this stage the time a class takes in learning a particular structure well matters little. A good 

grounding in correct sentence habit is of the essence here. 0 

Writing exercises to go with these two books should be taken from the Pre-Primer, and Primer 
Work books of the series “LET'S WRITE ENGLISH" by the same authors.
